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THE mother of two 
teenage boys killed in 
an accident, along with 
their father, has des¬ 
cribed her devastation 
at the sentence passed 
down to the woman 
who caused the crash. 

Lisa Bocking, 40, was 
speeding at more than 
70mph when she clipped 
a kerb and lost control of 
her Peugeot 806 on the 
A1307 at Horseheath on 
July 19 last year. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court handed Bocking just a 
12-month driving ban and £100 
fine after hearing how the 
people carrier careered across 
the road and hit an oncoming 
car, before landing in a ditch. 

Bocking’s husband David 
and his children, Daniel, 14, 
and Stephen, 13, died, but his 
8-year-old daughter Amanda, 
also a passenger, survived. 

She pleaded guilty to a 
charge of driving without due 
care and attention. 

Tracey Horne, Mr Bocking’s 
ex-wife and the mother of the 
two boys, says their death has 


left an “unfillable hole” in her 
family’s lives, and left her two 
remaining children, Amanda, 
and Daniel’s twin brother 
lames, struggling with post 
traumatic stress disorder. 

She said: “They were such 
wonderful boys, both very kind 
and always thinking of other 
people. I know the court had 
their hands tied with the 
sentence because of points of 
law, but it has left me totally, 


utterly devastated.” 

Presiding magistrate Philip 
Peacock described the accident 
as “very tragic”. 

Bocking, of Halstead, was 
disqualified from driving for 12 
months, fined £100 and ordered 
to pay £35 costs plus a £15 gov¬ 
ernment surcharge. 

Deborah Coote, who was 
driving the Volkswagen Golf 
which collided with the Peug¬ 
eot, and her two passengers 


survived the crash, but sust¬ 
ained serious injuries. 

Describing the moments 
after the collision, Laura Mar- 
dell, prosecuting, said: “The 
defendant’s car was airborne, 
flew on to the verge, turning 
sideways, and eventually 
landed in a ditch.” 

Bocking had claimed she hit 
the kerb after trying to avoid 
another car while she was 
driving at 50mph. 


But accident investigators 
said there was no evidence 
another car had been involved, 
and argued tyre marks on the 
road suggested the Peugeot 
must have been travelling at 
more than 74mph. 

Hazel Padmore, mitigating 
said: “Mrs Bocking has already 
been punished significantly in 
relation to the accident.”

The charter states that older 
people have a right of recog¬ 
nition and respect, should 
receive relevant information, 
have the right of independence 
and control over their own 
affairs, should be involved in 
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issues that concern them and 
have a right to health and well¬ 
being. 

Daphne Savage, chief exec¬ 
utive of Age Concern Suffolk 
and chairwoman of the Suffolk 
Older People’s Partnership 
Board said: “I am delighted that 
Suffolk police have publicly 
signed up to the charter. 

“The police are a vital partner 
in making the charter a reality 
for older people in Suffolk, 
because they are often the first 
‘port of call’ for vulnerable older 
people or for people who are 
concerned about an older 
person. 

“Suffolk police are seen as a 
‘trusted supporter’ by older 
residents of the county and the 
more of their officers we can 
have out and about in Suffolk, 
the better we all feel.” 


Mr Ash said: “We are delight¬ 
ed to be signing up to the Chart¬ 
er for Older People. 

“I am confident that the ser¬ 
vice provided by the constab¬ 
ulary can meet the themes set 
out in the charter and it is an 
ideal opportunity to publicly 
show our commitment to age as 
a strand of diversity.

Police presence

Four of the orders 
have been issued again¬ 
st people in Newmarket 
and one person was 
banned from the High 
Street and Jubilee Walk 
area of Haverhill. The 
other orders relate to 
areas of Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and Sudbury. 

Suffolk police started 
using powers under 
Section 27 of the Violent 
Crime Reduction Act, 
2006, on February 20 
and have warned they 
will give out more ban¬ 
ning orders, if need be, 
during the Easter 
weekend. 

The orders can oper¬ 
ate for up to 48 hours 
and any breaches could 
result in arrest and a 
court appearance. 

The force is also plan¬ 
ning extra daytime pat¬ 
rols to cut school holi¬ 
day crime. 

Supt David Skeving- 
ton said: “Officers will 


be on patrol in ident¬ 
ified hotspot areas 
where historically off¬ 
ences of violence or 
rowdy behaviour have 
risen during this period. 

“There will also be 
additional patrols in the 
busy town centres dur¬ 
ing the evenings. 

“The combination of 
lighter and warmer 
evenings and the two 
bank holidays adds up 
to many more people 
coming into our towns 
for a night out. The 
majority want to enjoy 
their evening, drink res¬ 
ponsibly and get home 
safely, and officers will 
be on hand to assist 
those who need help 
and reassurance, but 
they will also deal firmly 
with anyone causing 
trouble.” 

Police horses from 
the City of London force 
will be on patrol in 
Newmarket town centre 
on Saturday night, while 
American Air Force 
police will also be on 
patrol with Suffolk 
officers in Newmarket 
on Friday and Saturday 
to help deal with any 
military personnel from 
the nearby Mildenhall 
and Lakenheath bases.” 


‘Public supports 
three unitaries’ 


AN ALLIANCE of three councils 
says there is massive local support 
for its plan for a three unitary 
council option for Suffolk to be 
included in a public consultation. 

It claims a survey by a leading market 
research company showed 60 per cent 
backed its plan for East Suffolk, West Suffolk 
and Ipswich authorities, compared to just 
25 per cent for the Boundary Committee’s 
preferred option for a single authority. 

The research also showed that people 
believed smaller unitary authorities would 
be better than “big government” at dealing 
with their needs. 

A letter from the alliance of three councils 
- Forest Heath, St Edmundsbury and 
Waveney - has been sent to the Secretary of 
State, Hazel Blears, along with the results of 
the survey. 

The councils commissioned Opinion 
Research Business to carry out a telephone 
poll of 804 Suffolk residents in January.

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They claim the survey showed there is no 
such thing as “One Suffolk”. 

While associations with the county were 
strong, the survey found there were very 
different communities within Suffolk, and 
residents had a strong sense of association 
with the town or village where they lived, 
with 80 per cent feeling very or fairly 
strongly that they belonged to these places. 

Researchers claim that, with just one 
exception, people felt they “belonged” more 
to their current district/borough than they 
did to Suffolk as a whole. 

The council alliance claims this 
undermines the arguments that people will 
readily identify with the “remote” and 
“homogenous concepts” of either a single 
unitary or a large rural unitary for Suffolk. 

The survey also claimed that the 


Boundary Committee had not sufficiently 
engaged Suffolk communities in the review 
process. 

It showed that 53 per cent of those polled 
were “not aware of the review” and only 2 
per cent were “aware - and knew a great 
deal about what was being discussed”. 

The researchers said this indicated a 
“clear inability” on the part of the Boundary 
Committee to engage properly with 
residents and present preferred options to 
them in a clear and digestible manner. 

Support for three unitaries was marg¬ 
inally higher among residents of Forest 
Heath (65 per cent), St Edmundsbury (68 
per cent) and Waveney (72 per cent) council 
areas than in other Suffolk areas. 

Residents thought three unitaries would 
be more efficient and more accountable 
than two, feeling that Suffolk as one entity is 
simply too big to be accountable or to 
efficiently manage local services. 

A total of 78 per cent opposed the moving 
of Lowestoft into Norfolk. 


Hungarian driver jailed after friend killed in crash 


A HUNGARIAN driver was 
jailed for eight months for 
causing the death of a friend 
from Haverhill when the vehicle 
he was driving crashed into a 
tree. 

Bela Kristof, 22, of Nunnery 


Stud, Thetford, appeared at 
Norwich Crown Court to admit 
a charge of causing bodily harm 
by wanton and furious driving 
to Balazs Takacs, aged 27, of 
School Terrace, Wratting Road, 
Haverhill. 


Kristof was said to have dri¬ 
ven at high speed in the gro¬ 
unds of the stud in icy con¬ 
ditions before losing control of 
the vehicle, which then hit a 
tree. 

Had the accident been on a 


public road rather than private 
land Kristof would have faced a 
longer jail sentence. 

He was also banned from 
driving for 12 months and told 
he must retake his test before 
driving again.

Tribute show for boys 
killed in tragic crash

who died along with their father 
in a smash on the notorious 
A1307. 

Tracey Horne, mother of Stephen 
Bocking, 13, and his brother Daniel, 14, 
who were both killed in the horrific crash 
on fuly 19 last year, is organising the 
concert for the end of the summer term. 

It will raise money for the hospital unit 
which looked after the boys’ sister, 
Amanda, following her miraculous 
escape from the incident. 

Mrs Horne, of Spencer Close, Potton, 
Sandy, spoke to the Weekly News to pay 
tribute to her “wonderful boys” and her 
ex-husband David, who also perished in 
the accident, which occurred on the 
A1307 near Horseheath. 

She said the “academically gifted and 
incredibly thoughtful” boys had 
everything to live for and their deaths 
had left an “unimaginable hole” in her 
family’s life. 

Mrs Horne, her new husband Michael, 
Daniel’s twin brother fames and Amanda 
are still struggling to come to terms with 


life without them. 

Mrs Horne said: “We had been 
enjoying a normal evening in watching a 
film when there was a knock at the door 
and the police were there. 

“I screamed when they told me. They 
then immediately whisked me to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital to be with 
Amanda as she lay in the intensive care 
unit.” 

Amanda spent six weeks in bed 
recovering after the accident and a 
further six weeks in a wheelchair while 
her body healed following fractures to 
her collarbone, pelvis, arm and leg. 

Mrs Horne said: “Both Stephen and 
Daniel were lovely, lovely boys. Stephen 
wanted to be on the stage - he could 
sing, act, and he was academically 
minded as well. 

“He worked hard at school so that if he 
couldn’t make it on the stage he could 
become a teacher. 

“Daniel had just chosen his GCSEs 
including business studies and cooking - 
he was a great little cook. One of the last 
things he made was a chocolate mousse 
cake - one of lames Martin’s recipes.”

Doctors under fire 
over hand washing 


TRANSPLANT doctors at 
Addenbrooke’s are still 
“under-performing” on 
hand-washing rules aimed 
at cutting superbug infect¬ 
ions, says a governor. 

Doctors in the transplant unit 
have the second-lowest hand 
hygiene scores at the Cambridge 
hospital, with a compliance rating 
of 86 per cent. 

Patients in transplant units are 
potentially vulnerable to infections 
such as MRSA. To ensure their 
bodies do not reject transplanted 
organs, they are given drugs which 
suppress their immune systems. 

Prof Bob Michell, a patient gov¬ 
ernor at Addenbrooke’s, told a 
governors’ meeting: “It’s very 
concerning that the unit dealing 
with immunosuppressed patients 
continues to under-perform, and 
that under-performance is headed 
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up by doctors themselves. 

“We’re not asking them to prove 
or disprove E=mc - we’re asking 
them to wash their hands.” 

Alcohol gels are used to prevent 
the spread of MRSA, while soap 
and hot water are the best 
weapons against stomach bug 
Clostridium difficile (C diff). 

Despite transplant doctors 
improving their compliance from 
75 per cent to 86 per cent in the 
latest report, some governors 
remain unhappy 
Dr Jag Ahluwalia, the trust’s 
medical director, told governors 
Addenbrooke’s should beat its 
target for reducing hospital- 
acquired cases of MRSA this year - 
although the C diff target was 
likely to be tighter. 


The MRSA ceiling is set at 33 
cases and the C diff ceiling at 300. 

Dr Ahluwalia said the key to 
further progress was “not writing 
more policies - we have an abund¬ 
ance of those - but making sure 
our staff and visitors are compliant 
with those policies, and monit¬ 
oring compliance even more”. 

Nurses have the best overall 
hand hygiene scores, with 100 per 
cent compliance in five out of 
eight departments, while doctors 
have the lowest overall scores. 

Dr Ahluwalia also discussed the 
norovirus outbreak that closed 13 
wards at Addenbrooke’s in Dec¬ 
ember, costing the trust £1.5 
million. 

He said that, in future, the trust 
would seek an “early warning” of 
increasing numbers of norovirus 
cases from GPs, “so we can pull up 
the shutters earlier than we did 
this year”.

‘Keep eye on 
your children’ 


PARENTS are being 
asked to take more 
responsibility for 
their children and 
keep them out of 
trouble during the 
Easter school break.

Police records show 
that there is an increase in 
crime and complaints 
about anti-social behav¬ 
iour during the school 
holidays - particularly on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

There are an average of 
12 additional crimes rep¬ 
orted each day and an 
extra 12 complaints about 
bad behaviour. 

Chief Insp Paul Sharp 
said: “We don’t want to 
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stop young people having 
fun, but we would ask 
them to consider others 
and also their own safety 
when they are out and 
about during the holi¬ 
days. 

“As a parent, carer or 
guardian you can play a 
key role by asking your 
children what they are 
doing when they go out, 
as well as explain to them 
what the rest of the 
community finds accept¬ 
able in terms of their 
conduct. 

“fust remember, you are 
still responsible for your 
children’s safety and their 
actions.” 

Some basic safety tips 
for young people and 
children, suggested by the 
police are:

Pledge

A SUFFOLK county councillor 
has defended the authority’s 
performance when it come to 
dealing with potholes in Hav¬ 
erhill roads following recent 
criticisms. 

Cllr Tim Marks, a former Haverhill 
mayor, said he wanted to “put the 
record straight” after Labour members 
of the town council attacked the 
county council’s decision to shift £2.2 
million into reserves, instead of 
investing it in local roads. 

Labour’s Cllr Patrick Hanlon 
described the road near the Sains- 
bury’s supermarket as “absolutely 
atrocious” and said holes had been 
filled once but the work was not up to 
standard at they needed repairing 
again. 



MP to fight travellers’ site plan 


AN MP met residents and 
council chiefs to hear con¬ 
cerns about plans to en¬ 
large a travellers’ site. 

Richard Spring, MP for 
West Suffolk, held a meet¬ 
ing at Tattersalls in New¬ 
market to discuss prop¬ 
osals for the site at Kelly’s 
Meadow, in Wickham- 
brook. 

The Government has 
allocated £97 million to 
provide extra pitches for 
gypsies and travellers and 


St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is required to 
increase the number of 
pitches in the area. 

Geoff Rivers, chief exec¬ 
utive of the council, was 
among those at last Frid¬ 
ay’s meeting. 

Mr Spring said: “I have 
met on several occasions 
with members of the Wick- 
hambrook Action Group, 
along with Geoff Rivers, to 
discuss the proposed plans 
to increase the number of 


caravan pitches at Kelly’s 
Meadow. 

“It is absurd that as a 
result of the requirement 
by central Government we 
could lose control of the 
number of caravans, out of 
the control of the present 
occupiers. 

“This could produce a 
series of cost, environ¬ 
mental and enforcement 
problems. I am deter¬ 
mined that this expansion 
does not go ahead.”

But Cllr Marks, who represents the 
Cangle ward, said the Conservative- 
controlled county council had put an 
extra £1 million into highway main¬ 
tenance to repair the damage to roads 
caused by the exceptional winter 
weather. 

He said: “Money had always been 
available for all dangerous potholes to 
be repaired quickly. 

“Furthermore, where the damage is 
very bad on the road between Park 
Road and the Sainsbury’s roundabout 
the road will be completely resurfaced. 

“This work was planned to comm¬ 
ence this week but has been delayed 
to mid May due to the need to close 
the road. 

“So, far from diverting money from 
road maintenance the council has 
made more money available to keep 
the town’s roads safe, which is the 
main priority.”

Region’s house 
prices show fall

HOUSE prices across 
East Anglia have fallen 
at the fastest rate of 
any region in England 
according to a new 
survey - but Camb¬ 
ridge estate agents say 
the city’s market is 
“stabilising”. 

The Nationwide’s house 
price index shows the fall in 
house prices across East 
Anglia for the first quarter of 
2009 was 5.6 per cent, 
compared with 4.2 per cent 
for the UK. It put the region’s 
average house price at 
£143,987, down by 19.9 per 
cent over the past year. 

The quarterly and annual 
price drops came in spite of 
a market spike in March 
which increased UK house 
prices by 0.9 per cent. 

In Cambridgeshire, the 
survey found the average 
house price is now £178,025, 
down 17 per cent on the 
equivalent figure in the first 
quarter of 2008 - but it is still 
94 per cent higher than it 
was 10 years ago. 

Martin Walshe, director of 
residential sales at Cheffins, 
which has branches in Hav¬ 
erhill, Saffron Walden, Cam¬ 
bridge, Newmarket and Ely, 
said: “We have a good idea 
of what is happening within 
a 25-mile radius of Cam¬ 
bridge. 

“Prices are 15 to 20 per 
cent lower than at the very 
peak in 2007 but in parts of 
the city it is more like 10 to 
15 per cent. 

“But the market has chan¬ 
ged dramatically in the last 
four to six weeks. We have 
seen an upturn in sales 
levels. Cambridge is a 
desirable location and the 
balance of supply and 
demand is stabilising the 
market.” 



Holding steady: house prices in Cambridge remain buoyant as prices elsewhere 
fall. 


Nick Redmayne, a partner 
at estate agent Redmayne 
Arnold & Harris, said: “In 
Cambridge demand is out¬ 
stripping supply and prices 
have not gone down 5.6 per 
cent. 

Investors have come back 
to buying in the city and 
demand for the classic 
Victorian and Edwardian 
townhouse is high.” 

David Potts, the Royal 
Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors’ east operations 
director, said the market is 
stabilising after a “torrid” 12 
months and pointed to Bank 
of England figures showing 
an increase in mortgage 
approvals in February.

ALL women attending West 
Suffolk Hospital for antenatal 
care will now be offered a new 
screening test for Down’s 
syndrome. 

The combined test, which 
includes blood samples and a 
nuchal fold scan, at the hos¬ 
pital in Bury St Edmunds was 
previously only available to 
private patients. 

It is expected to achieve a 
detection rate of more than 
75 per cent. 

Hossein Khaled, public 
health practitioner at NHS 
Suffolk, said: “This test is 
offered to all women as part 
of their care from the NHS. 

“As soon as a woman sees 


her GP she will be encour¬ 
aged to contact the local 
midwifery service and, should 
she wish to take up the offer 
of this new test, be able to 
have the screening test done 
within the correct timeframe. 

“This is good news for 
pregnant women across Suff¬ 
olk. The test improves the 
available antenatal screening 
options and uses the most 
up-to-date screening exp¬ 
ertise. 

“It is vital that women are 
booked and referred to a mid¬ 
wife by eight to 10 weeks of 
pregnancy to ensure they are 
screened within the time- 
frame.”

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Hospital to lift mobile 
ban on general wards

ADDENBROOKE’S is set to let 
patients use their mobile 
phones on some wards, in a 
trial scheme. 

Trust members at the hospital have 
agreed the current blanket ban on 
mobiles on wards is “unworkable” and 
that phones set to silent should be 
allowed. 

When the Department of Health 
advised hospitals in January that they 
should permit use of mobiles on 
wards, Addenbrooke’s said it would not 
change its policy of only allowing pat¬ 
ients to use them in public spaces. 

But at a governors’ meeting, it was 
revealed the hospital is likely to bow to 
pressure - to the dismay of some. 

Brian Gerbaldi, a public governor, 
said: “There is the obvious concern 
that no-one wants to be in bed ill if you 
are next door to someone who will not 
stop talking on their phone. 

“And all phones these days are also 
cameras. I am very concerned about 
taking the easy way out, as we did with 
smoking [Addenbrooke’s lifted its site¬ 


wide smoking ban after patients ref¬ 
used to stop] and not looking at every 
aspect of this. 

“The fact that phones are also 


cameras - this aspect is a major 
danger.” 

Dr Mary Archer, trust chairman, said 
“the importance of staying in touch 


with loved ones while in hospital” 
must be balanced against privacy 
concerns. She added that the trial 
scheme would see the use of mobiles 
allowed, with trust staff then asking 
patients for their views 

The Department of Health advised 
hospitals that mobiles should be 
allowed on wards as communication 
with family was “an essential element 
of comfort and support”. 

Many welcomed the end of the ban 
as a blow to bedside phone schemes 
run by private companies, which some 
patients said were far too expensive. 

Minutes from an Addenbrooke’s 
working group involving members and 
patients note: “It was agreed that the 
total ban on use of mobile phones in 
the hospital is unworkable. 

“Senior staff are seen in the hospital 
using their mobile phones, which 
encourages others to do likewise.” 

Although mobile phones will be 
allowed on general wards, they will 
remain banned on intensive care 
wards. 

The trial scheme will need final 
approval from governors and directors, 
on a date to be fixed, before it can 
begin.

AS HE peers through the 
lashing, bitterly cold rain at the 
inscriptions on the memorial 
stones which now spread 
themselves across the 
battlefields of Ypres, director 
Tristram Powell is forced to 
come face to face with the 
reality of the story he has 
decided to tell. 

During the First World War, as 
British and Commonwealth soldiers 
fought on the Western Front snaking 
through Belgium, 312 soldiers were 
shot by firing squads for desertion. 

Forking and Country, which is 
playing at the Arts Theatre in 
Cambridge this week, tells the story of 
one young soldier, Private Arthur 
Hamp, and the defence lawyer whose 
job it is to save him from execution, 
Lieutenant Charles Hargreaves. 

There are no famous names on the 
cast list - instead, says Tristram, the 
star of the story is The Great War and 
our continuing fascination with it. So 
to get closer to the atmosphere of the 
time, we have travelled to visit the 
cemeteries which now stand eerily 
still and silent on the still battle 
scarred landscape close to the 
Belgian-French border. 

Arriving at the Tyne Cott Cemetery, 
where the memorial stones sit side by 
side and row upon row disappearing 
into the distance, the freezing wind 
and rain that meets us gives us an 
instant window into the hell the men 
whose names are inscribed here must 
have been through. Many are carved 
with the simple anonymous words, 


“Known Unto God”. 

“What impresses me about visiting 
the actual battlefield is the vulnerability 
of the soldiers,” Tristram says, looking 
around him. “The landscape is so 
open and the hills here are just 
mounds really.” 

The story started life as an incident 
related in the autobiography of a 
soldier, and from there it was turned 
into the 1964 play Hamp, written by 
John Wilson. Its name was changed 
for the film version made that same 
year, starring Dirk Bogarde as 
Hargreaves and Tom Courtney as 
Hamp. 

For this revival of the story, Tristram 
has immersed himself in the period in 
an attempt to faithfully recreate the 
harsh dilemmas the characters faced 
in an era when society had not yet 
grasped the effects of shell shock and 
battle fatigue. 

“That particular moment in 1918 


they were only beginning to 
understand that even the bravest 
soldiers could crack under the 
appalling strain,” says Tristram. 

“The technology had changed. It 
was a mixture of old style tactics with 
the sort of state-of-the-art industrial 
killing machines which were coming 
in. 

“You have to put yourself back into 
the mindset of the time to really 
understand. By 1917 these soldiers 
and officers are really just concerned 
with survival. There’s still no sign of 
an end in sight, mutiny is on the 
threshold and there’s unspeakable 
conditions in the trenches. I’m 
amazed at their sheer ability to carry 
on.”
